C. A. Tent, sn I askfd him lo give bis heart lo 
tiod lUerei but, I added, Mf you wish we will 
get right down hcrt-.' Wc knelt down in the 
tent, iuid there I ^v.1.s iibli: to jiuiiiL luiii bai;k lo 
his oiico-forsaken .'^aviuiir, .ind thcrcfound iliat 
l>v.-ice that he oiicc bad, and we both shed tear.-; 
of joy bec.iu.'ic ihc wanderer had rcturncl. 
'I'liere and then I told bitn to take bis stand in 
the tent, which 1il- said he wunld ilo. 

"This uas the firsl one that I pointed Lo God 
on .Sniulay. and now wc come lo the one I wiis 
f^pcaking oi at llii: beginning. This man was 
h can -broken, and he i^aiil that he could not be* 
licve thai it could be The Army open-air until 
he made inquiries.

rOGS* HOME AT BOULOGNE 

STANDING on the clifts above 
Boulogne, France, there is a 
buddini^ known as "The Dogs' 
Home," where, since the war has 
been in progress,- many pets of of- 
ficers and privates and refug;ee3 
liare been quartered. A contribu- 
tor to the "Animal World" writes as 
follows ' regarding this inslituiion 
and its inmates, which war has tle- 
prive'J of owner and mastar: — 

"To this home any soldier order- 
ed to the front, or unable to keep 

;. his- pet. any longer with hiin,_ can 
send'it to he housed and fed till ar- 

- rangements can he made for its 
journey to friends in England . 

"In .one comer of the yard i.i a 
fcitchen where soup of meat and 
vegetables is made, that the dogs 
are given twice a day, together with 

.flat'brown loaves which the^ gar- 
jlicnne. CKpIaincd to me seriously 
'they prefer lo white bresd as they 
think it is cake.' Rows of kennels 
line the walls at an airy yard, and 
another row runs down the. centre, 
each' kennel eonsiftinf; nf a wired-in 
enclosure and a wooden shelter, 
into which the dog can creep into 
tite shade and ojt of sight

ORIGIN OF WAK WOKDS 

IT is curious, and, in some respects, 
perhaps, a significant fact that, 
with the exception of shrapnel, 
named after Us inventor, an Eng* 
lish colonel, there are very few war 
terms now in use which have not a 
foreign origin. 

"GrcitadJcr" is generally supposed 
to come from the French. The 
word is, however, of German hlrth, 
and originally was "granetier," the 
force owing their name to the hand 
grenades with which they were 
armed.
